LITTLE ROCK -(/P)—The year 1937 


will bo considered a red letter year 
in Arkansas education. While it may 
not. have Ijeen the best year I he state 
has experienced from the standpoint of 
total school revenues received, 1937 
was a year of substantial progress for 
the public schools of the state. 


Financial conditions were improved 


over 
recent years; the per capita 


apportionment uf the common .school 
fund reached the highest point in his- 
tory; teacher welfare received a sub- 
stantial bor.st in the enactment of the 
retirement system; public welfare was 
increased by provisions for free text- 
books, enactment of a measure allow- 
ing districts to pay high school tui- 
tion, and a Irage expansion of the vo- 
cational education program, and school 
districts generally improved their fis- 
cal affairs and made creditable im- 
provements in school plants. 


The general improvement in school 


conditions i.s reflected in butter at- 
tendance on the part of pupils, in- 
creased morale on the part of teachers, 
improved training of teachers, exten- 
sion of school terms and development 
of an increased concern for the gen- 
eral improvement of the state school 
system whereby desirable school fa- 
cilities are to be made available to 
every school in the state. 


The legislation enacted by the 1837 


general assembly made a material con- 
tribution to school progress. In addi- 
tion lo enactmcnlsl mentioned above 
the sales tax, which is now providing 
theh ulk of the revenue of the common 
school fund was re-enacted, full time 
county examiners provided, library 
facilities, 
especially 
for rural com- 


munities, were provided, school enu- 
meration regulations were .straighten- 
ed, and records of payments of bonds 
and interest on bonds must be made 
by county treasurers. AH inall. the 
program of school legislation enacted 
in 1U37 resulted in the must progressive 
improvement in school conditions. 


Free TexDwolis 


One of the most important improve- 


ments of the school program was the 
provision of free textbooks for pupils 
for the current school term. Through 
n combination of contributions of [>ar- 
onts of used texts and a legislative 
apprupriation of $650,000, basal text- 
books have been provided free for the 
first eight grades of Die public schools. f 
On December 13 the Department of I 
Education had distributed tu the var- 
ious counties n total of 1,736,726 new 
books at a cost uf $629,311.82. 


Although definite reports regarding 


School enrollment for the term have 
not been 
received, comments, 
from 


many sections uf the state have indi- 
cated that I he provisions of free text- 
books has stimulated enrollment, par- 
ticularly in the rural and negro sec- 
tions. 


As has biri'ii the case for the past 


several years, local school boards have 
taken advantage of the possibility of 
securing assistance through the Works 
Progress Administration in the erec- 
tion, repairing and 
remodeling of 


school buildings. The school plant di- 
vision of the Department of Educa- 
tion has been active in preparing 
plans for the districts which have 
erected buildings having less than ^0 
rooms or have remodeled old build- 
ings. 


Considerable improvement has been 


made in sanitary conditions of schools 
as well as in the general betterment 
of physical conditions of .school build- . 
ings. The past year witnessed a steady 
growth in recreational centers and in 
the use of school buildings as commun- 
ity centers. Along with the improve- 
ment of school buildings has come the 
improvement of roads by the state and 
Ihc WPA, Ihus making rural schools 
more accessible to the pupils. 


Much 
of the 
improved situation 


with respect lo schools has resulted 
from the strengthened jxisilion with 
respect to state school funds. Local 
school funds have varied comparative- 
ly little during the past two or three 
years. During the sdiuul year 1936-37 
the state provided slightly more than 
$5,000,000 for the public .sellouts of the 
stale, the percapita appropriation of 
the common school fund of $6.52 being 
the largest in histury, surpassing the 
largest previous figure of $5.92 ap- 
portioned in 1926-27. The state equal- 
izing fund allocated nearly $850,000 tu 
needy school districts. 


Mai.y school districts have improved 


their current financial condition by 
means of refinancing their bonded in- 
debtedness, thereby enabling a greater 
per cent of school revenues to be Uie.d

R. F. Elgin, 88, who made the original 


surveys for the townsites of Prescott, 
Emmett and Boughton when the Cario 
& Fulton railroad (now the Missouri 
Pacific) came through Nevada county, 
in 1873, died at 6 o'clock Christmas 
morning at his home in Emmett. 


He had been ill for several years. 
Only eight days before his death 


he and Mrs. Elgin celebrated 
their 


63d wedding anniversary—he had tak- 


the former Emma Eaves as his 


bride in 1874, the year after the con- 
struction of the railroad. 


Emmctt's First Citizen 


Mr. Elgin had followed the railroad- 


building west from Prescott as far as 
Emmett, where ho settled, becoming 
the first depot agent. 


Besides Mrs. Elgin, the survivors 


are: One son and one daughter, Theo- 
dore Elgin of Magnolia, Ark,, and Mrs, 
Minnie How£.l-U-v£#* Ketchican, Alaska. 


The funeral was' held at 1 o'clock 


Sunday afternoon, with burial in Snell 
cemetery at Emmett, the services being 
conducted by the Rev. J. Frank 7/al- 
ker, pastor 
of Emmett 
Methodist 


church. 


Mr. Elgin's part in the ephocal drama 


of railroad construction in 1873, which 
changed 
commercial and ' transport 


history and scrambled the old-time 
county-seats of this section was told 
by R. P. Hamby of Prescott in his 
Nevada county history whitten es- 
pecially for Hope Star's Centennial 
Edition of June 26, 1936. Mr. Hamby's 
account in part follows: 


"In the summer of 1873 the Cario & 


Fulton Railroad, afterwards becoming 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain & South- 
ern Railway and now known as the 
Missouri 
Pacific, 
was 
constructed 


across the northern portion of Nevada 
county, townsites being surveyed for 
Emmett on th western and Boughton 
near the eastern boundary. The first 
passenger train arrived at Boughton 
July 4th of that year, the even being 
celebrated with a picnic which was at- 
tended by many Southwest Arkansas 
politicians who delivered speeches. 
Freight from Little Rock for Fulton 
arrived at Ennnel, then the end of 
the tracks, on August 12 and 
was 


hauled overland to the river town. 


Prescott Gets Railroad 


"The railroad officals contemplated 


the construction of a spur tack to ac- 
commodate the merchants at 
Mos- 


cow, 
but were persuaded by Robert 


Burns, a young merchant at Moscow, 
who had moved his stock of goods 
from Little Rock overland ahead of 
the building of the railroad, to lay 
out a lownsite on the railroad near 
Moscow. This survey, a.s well as those 
of the Einmetl and Boughton town- 
sites, was made by R. F. Elgin, who 
became Emmet's first station agent. 
Dan Cunningham who became the 
first depot agent at Prescott and Jim 
Kearn, 
railroad 
engineers, 
assisted 


by W. H. Prescott, county surveyor. 


"John Elkanah Whiteside, then a 


youth of 20 years, who was clerking 
in Burn's store at Moscow, early one 
Sunday morning in August following 
the completion of the survey on Sat- 
urday, locate^ the engineers stakes 
and had the distinction of being the 
first U) walk on the streets of the new 
town. Mr. Whiteside, who recently 
died at his home in Jonesbora, La., j 
was the father of Garrett Whiteside, 
private secretary lo Senator Hattie 
Caraway and Mrs. Rcma Brown of 
Mineral Springs. 


"The survey was made August 8th 


and within ten da^s thereafter Burns 
had erected his one-room frame store ; 
building on the corner of Wesl First 
iind Main streets, facing the railroad, 
and on this building on the following 
Lunduy the town's first religious scr- ! 
vice was conducted by the Rev. Thus. 
Aaron, a traveling Protestant Metho- 
dist minister. 


"Within a week Steve Cantley, an- 


other 
Moscow merchant, bulit his 


store across Main street from Burns. 
Mr, Cantley, who died several years 
ago was the father of E. B. Cantley 
if Hut Springs and the late Will Cant- 
ley of Hope, and his widow Mrs. Mat- 
tie Cantley continues lo reside in i 
Frescott while a daughter, Mrs. Adah 
Boney, lives in Stamps. 


"With the strating of a new town 


on the railroad Moscow went com- 
pletely out of the picture, not a single

In Lynchburg, Va., the bodies of Mr. 


and Mrs. William A. Knights of Fred- 
ericksburg, married only four months 
ago, were found locked in a death em- 
brace in a hotel room. A tentative ver- 
dict of murder and suicide was given 
by the coroner. 


Missouri reported seven deaths—a 


murder-suicide, two drownings, one 
fell downstairs at a Christmas party, 
two died of carbon monoxide at a tour- 
ist camp.

SHANGHAI, China.—(/P)—Japanese

ly raised the vital question of the 
treaty rights of other foreign powers.. 
A Japanese embassy spokesman said 
the rules, applying to persons entering 
or residing in, such territory were "ap- 
plicable to all persons, including the 
nationals of third powers," 


••iEae.. strict regulations provided,' 
among other things, a death penalty 
for commission of acts against Japan's" 
armed forces. 


Embassies Not Informed 


The spokesman said that enforce- 


ment of the measures would make 
Americans and other foreigners sub- 
ject to Japanese military law. He said 
foreign embassies had not been in- 
formed of the regulations which par- 
tially would withhold extra-territorial 
rights and privileges of other nations 
based on present treaties with China. 


Under current treaty rights foreign- 


ers, except Russians and Germans, are 
subject only to the laws of their own 
nations. Because China no longer 
holds such territory the spokesman 
said that acts against Japan's armed 
forces would be questions for settle- 
ment only between Japan and any 
third government involved. 


Though the rules referred specifi- 


cally to the Hongkew and Yangtzepoo 
districts of Shanghai and spokesman, 
said similar regulations would be en- 
forced elsewhere in China, 


It was learned that a Japanese re- 


quest against reopening of foreign em- 
bassies might halt immediate repon- 
ing of the United States embassy in 
China's cunquerrcd capital as planned. 


Tsinan Captured 


Capture of Tsinan, capital of Shan- 


tiuig, by a Japanese army was report- 
ed today in dispatches from North 
China. Other Japanese columns, hav- 
ing forced crossings of the 
Yellow 


river at several points in northern 
Shantung, were pressing southward 
into the heart of the province. 


South of Shanghai another Japanese 


army extended its conquests in rich 
Click lang province. Hangshow, pro- 
vincial capital, fell to the invaders 
Christinas Eve. 


The report of Tsinan's fall came by 


way of Hankow, one of China's three 
temporary capitals, and was not con- 
finned by dispatches from Tsingtao, 
Shantung's chief port. However, Tsing- 
tao previously hud reported its com- 
munications with Tsinan had been 
ruptured. 


If lsinan has been captured it is the 


seventh Chinese provincial capital to 
fall to the Japanese, in addition to 
Nanking, the national capital. The 
others arc Paoting, Hopeli; Kalgun, 
Cliahar; Kwcisui, Suiyan; Taiyuan; 
Chinkiag, Kiangsu; Hanghow, Chc- 
kiangg. 


"Amicable Settlement" 


TOKVO, Japan.—(A'l~Foreign Min-

IF' you will dig out your atlas, you will learn that the city of 


Nanking is upwards of 100 miles up the Yangtze river. 


Having acquired that fact, you may next wonder just 


what an American man-of-war was doing1 that far in the 
interior of a supposedly independent nation with which Amer- 
ica has friendly but quite neutral relations. 


Your wonder miprht be increased slightly by the fact that 


that independent nation is now up to its neck in a full-dress. 
war with another nation, with which our country also ha? 
friendly but neutral relations. 


The American gunboat Panay, sunk by Japanese bomb? 


sorne 25 miles upstream from Nanking, was a long, long way 
from home when the accident happened. It was right in the 
middle of a lot of trouble. The Japanese were shooting al 
practically everything in the river. A foreign vessel wander- 
ing around in those parts did so at its own peril. 
* 
+ * 


Now it is perfectly true that the Panay was up there to 


rescue American nationals and to render what protection it 
sou Id to American property. 


It is also true that a treaty signed in 1858 gives American 


and other warships the right to patrol the river for the sup- 
pression of piracy, banditry and so on. They frequently of- 
fer protection to the Chinese as well as the westerners. 


But these times are different. It is war, not piracy, that is 


troubling the Yangtze these days. A natio nthat wants to 
stay out of trouble might well keep its ship out of waters 
where trouble is brewing. 


Suppose a British warship had gone up the Mississippi 


river in the fall of 1862 or the spring of 1863, bent on res- 
cuin gcertain British citizens and protecting British invest- 
ments in Vicksburg. Suppose it had been cruising up and 
down the river before Visksburg at the time. 


That cruiser would have been hit, sooner or later, for the 


air. along the Vicksburg waterfront was full of shells most 
of the time in those days. Presumably it would have gone 
to the bottom. Would the British have been justified in go- 
ing into a furor of indignation against the side that fired 
the shells? Would not the proper retort have been that 
Vicksburg was a long way from the high seas, that a war 
was going on in Mississippi and a nation which didn't want its 
warships mistreated ought to keep them out of the river 
entirely? 


Much the same sort of thing applies to us in China. We 


might have ample warning of the trouble there. Might it not 
be smart for us to get our warships out of there ? 


* * * 
We have learned something in the last generation. In 1898 


a somewhat similar incident put us straight into a war. We 
are reacting differently now. We are not urging ourselves 
to "Remember the Panay" the way we once remembered the 
Maine. 


But the danger remains. Every tragedy like this of the 


Panay increases by at least a little the possibility of our 
getting involved in this war. We don't want to get involved 
in it. We can't figure out our interests in China are worth a 
war. So why not get our warships away before it i.s too lat»? '

Nervous breakdowns affect not only

Typists, laundry work 
ers, and boiler-makers suffer also. Bu 
people in these occupations do no 
break down as frequently because the 
pressure is less.

knows they are ironed and worries ht- 
tle about the effects of ironing on pub- 
lic life or on the laundry business m 
general. 


A typist who goes home worrying 


whether she has sent a letter to Cleve- 
land when she meant Chicago is a bet- 
ter typist than the one who just sends 
the letter to Cleveland and forges 
about it.

Meet persons with nervous tempera- 


ment cannot wort ie ttw wdst of noise 
ajui^onfusion. Nervous workers tend 
to ta &way from worfc more because 


of sickness tha nthose who are less 
nervous. Nervous people aro less ef- 
ficient in general than those who are 
not nervous. 


A nervous person in a suitable job 


may go on for many years, whereas 
under different conditions he or she 
soon becomes unable to continue. A 
typist who has nervous symptoms, 
v/orking in a room with many other 
typists and a supervisor, may develop 
'an acute discomfort, make numerous 
mistakes and lose her job as a result, 
v/heeas the same girl working alone, 
with a syrnpathtic boss, might go on 
(or many years without any danger of 
* nercous breakdown. 


A survey of workers in an Industrial 


plant in Great Britain revealed 17 girls 
'.ut of 49 without any nervous symp- 
toms. Of the girls studied, some were 
able to adjust themselves to noise, 
some had slight symptoms of nervous- 
ness in the presence of unusual noice, 
and sorne had severe symptoms. A 
group of 156 men studied yielded sim- 
ilar results just like those found for 
women.

.The status ot the teacher in Ark- 


'ansas was - improved over the condi- 
tions of previio'us years. The increased 
funds have enabled salaries to be 
raised in many districts. In other 
districts the increased funds have been 
used to retire outstanding warrants, 
thus restoring the district either to a 
cash basis or closer to such a basis.

This substantial increase in funds 


has enabled widespread extension in 
vocational education to be made. Pre- 
liminary figures indicate that the num- 
ber of home economic centers has 
been increased from 38 to 104 and the 
enrollment from 5,091 to 8,888. As these 
departments continue there will be a 
steady growth in enrollment for the 
next year or two. The number of vo- 
cational agricultuie departments for 
white schools has increased from 103 
to 147, and for negro schools from 
50 to 62. No data are available on en- 
rollment figures.' or the current year. 


In the trade and industrial work 


in 1936-37, there were 54 centers with 
an enrollment of 4,330 in trade voca-

WASHINGTON.-(/P)—Prixhiclion in 


.he South of wood pulp suitable for 
while paper, the Tariff Commission 
told Congress Sunday, might lead to n 
jreiit reduction in newsprint nml sul- 
;>hile pulp imports. 


Despite large domestic production, 


the commission's annual report jaiid, 
the United States consumed far more 
paper in 1936 than it produced. Ap- 
proximately 5.500,00 tons ot wood pulp, 
or one-fifth the world's total output, 
was produced here lust year, the re- 
port showed, yel 2,250,000 additional 
tons of wood pulp and 2,750,000 tons of 
newsprint 
were imported. Sulphite 


pulp comprised the hulk of United 
Suites' pulp exports but amounted to 
less Hum four per cent of the domestic 
production. 


"The sitiiiition with regard to white 


papers may l>e completely chnnjjc<l," 
the report said, "if n Inrfic production 
of pulp suitable for making such pa- 
pers develop in the South. 


"Many people in the industry nre of 


the opinion thnt Southern pine can be 
economically used for the production 
of white pulps. If the large and fasl-
